Cremlums pald by spinners 
for high quality cotton range up to 
6 to 8 cents for strict middling 14 
Inch staple over the price paid for 
middling 7%4-Ineh cotton, 

Of the 6,519,809 bales of uplarid cot- 
ton consumed by mills In the United 
States in the year ending July 31, 
1028, 84.6 per cent were from % to 
1 1-22 Inch In length, according to 
the United States Mepartment of Agrt 
culture. Cotton measuring 1 Inch or 
more nude up 424 per cent of the 
total, while only 14 per vent was 
under % Incu, In grade, 82.4 per cent 
of the consumption ranged from strict 
low middling to good middling. 

No equally comprehensive record 
of the crop grown fs available as 
yet, but partial reports and the com 
ments of mills show that growers are 
producing much more cotton % Ineh 
or tess in length than mills need.

TO NOTED SURGEON 


HOW TO AVOID. DREAD DISEASE 
TOLD BY SURGEON GENERAL 


CUMMING, ELEVEN SIM- 
PLE DIRRECTIONS 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 14.—Surgeon 
General Cumming today issued 11 


directions for avoiding influ- 
receiving recommenda- 
tions from the board of strategy, or- 
ganized by him, to deal with the epi- 
demic. 

First indication of concern abroad 
about the outbreak was also received 
by the American health authorities 
during the day in a radiogram from 
the League of Nations seeking infor- 
mation about the spread of the dis- 
country. The communica- 
tion said European newspapers were 
printing reports of a widespread epi- 
demic. 

Unless conditions become as serious 
as during the 1918 epidemie in which 
communities were left without medi- 
cal aid because of illness among phy- 
sicians, the public health service offi- 
cials today said the service would take 
no specific steps in the present out- 
warnings and

The service also reiterated its state- 


ment that the reports on the number 
of cases throughout the country were 
incomplete. ‘ 

Tn his rules to avoid the disease the 
surgeon general warned against min- 
gling with crowds and especially not 
coming in contact with persons “who 
are coughing,«sneezing or snuffling.” 
He added that to avoid crowds walk- 
ing to work would not only mean es- 
cape from the crowded conveyances 
but afford beneficial He 
also warned against using unsterilized 
napkins, towels and eating utensils, 
and against eating hefore washing the 
hands or putting the fingers-into the 
mouth, 

He advivsed getting as much sun- 
shine as possible, sleeping with win- 
dows open, keeping away from houses 
in which there are cases of influenza 
and keeping up general health by 
sleening at least seven hours, eating 
wholesome food and using “plenty of 
clean water, inside and outside.”’

“Tn case you do contract the dis- 
ease,” he concluded, “go to bed as 
soon as symptoms develop and remain 
there until you are completely recov- 
ered, Call a physician at once.” 

Surgeon General Cumming traced 
occurrences of influenza and the 
cnuses suggested for it, from the time 
when Hipnocrates, the Greek physi- 
cian in 400 B. C., attributed it to 
changes in the wind. 

He said influenza and lagripne are 
one and the same thing, and explained 
that, while influenza itself has “prob- 
ably never been fatal,” its complica-
